BY POWER CO. 


Firm Would Lose Heavily 
If Suggested Agreement 
Entered Into 


Definitely refusing to consider 
the proposal! by city counc!! that 
the city and the Calgary Power 
Co. enter into a power agrcee- 
ment similar to that in effect 
between the company and the 
city of Lethbridge, G. H. Thomp- 
son, Calgary Power official, in a 
letter to council's sub-committee 
on power, states: “Such an agree- 
ment would necessarily involve 
the company in a heavy loss on 
its investment to serve the city 
and in its maintenance and oper- 
ating costs.” 


BETTER PACT 

Under the company’s agreement 
with Lethbridge each party sup- 
plies its own load independently of 
the other, but in emergencies either 
party provides the other with elec- 
trical energy. In the opinion of city 
counc'l, such a pact would be more 
satisfactory to Edmonton than the 
existing agreement, under which 
the city purchases power from the 
company at certain periods during 
the year

| pany of supplying Edmonton with

Without taking into consideration 
any investment in its generating 
plants, or any portion of the n 
tenance and operating costs of th 
plants the company’s invest- 
ment in the Ghost-Edmonton 132,- 
000-volt transmission line and sub- 
stations was $1,353,000, of which 
sum $973.000 was solely for the pur- 
pose of serving Edmonton.

There are some things about Nazi Germany 
we can admire, though none of us would care 
to live in a country where a “Labor” court can 
hold a man to be properly dismissed from his 
employment because he listened-in—in his own 
time—to some radio broadcasts from Moscow. 

The reasoning of the judge 
was that “tne presence of 
such a man in a German fac- 
tory is a heavy burden which 
neither the employer nor 
other employees can be ex- 
pected to bear.” 

On that basis, those of us 
who listen in on a lot of the 
trash we get on our own 
broadcasts, deserve Jong 
terms of imprisonment. Per- 
haps we do!

One thing we could well emulate in Canada 
is the Nazi road-building scheme, carried on in 
connection with its labor camp system for men 
under 25 years of age. Jobs for all men under 
25 are at the disposal of the state. Men not 
needed for factory, office and farm work are 
used in the labor camps for useful public works 
construction. Among these is the colossal road- 
building scheme. It plans a complete network 
of motor roads between all principal cities and 
leading towns of Germany. 

Each road is double, with fifteen feet of 
grass running in a green strip between the two 
halves of the road. Each single track is twenty- 
five feet wide. On the outside of each is a bank 
or shoulder of turf six feet wide, sloping up 
from the track. These roads are for motor 
traffic only. All cars on each track will travel 
in the same direction. Speeds of eighty miles 
an hour will be possible. 


The central strip will be plenty wide enough 
for parking, or for changing tires, while the 
outer strip gives additional protection and 
space for manoeuvring. “By-passing” of towns 
and villages is adopted to avoid the slowing up 
of traffic. With the same object in view no 
gradient steeper than 1 in 40—a 2%: per cent 
grade—is to be allowed on these speed tracks. 

It will take six years to complete the road 
program, whichis now in its second year. By 
he end of this year the work is expected to 
give employment to 350,000 men. A schedule 
of 600 miles a year is called for.

Drink Water 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY

In the study of food science, we are con- 
stantly confronted with the fact that water is 
the most important clement in the body; in 
many Ways even more important than the pro- 
teins and food minerals out of which the tis- 
sues are constructed. While water can not be 
considered strictly a food, it is a solvent, in 

which all foods are dissoived 
and is the indispensable agent 
| which carries these food ma- 
terials to every cell of the 
body. To make this plainer 
to you, I am going to put it 
in this way; you can get along 
without food for a longer 
period of time than you can 
without water. 

You must remember that a 
large part of your body is 
made up of water, in fact, 

about two-thirds of your weight is water. When 

the body is examined under the x-ray, the ob- 

= is impressed with the fact that only a

small percentage of the body is made up of 
mineral elements or what might be called 
fairly solid material. The ordinary tissues are 
quite porous to X-rays and only the bones 
which contain calcium are easily discerned 
The difference of density of the different tissues 
depends largely upon the amount of water they 
contain. Taken as a whole, the body is esti- 
mated to be about two-thirds water, with a 
smaller proportion in bones and a larger amount 
in the blood stream, which is about 88 per cent. 
water. Every cell in the body is literally sus- 
pended or floating in a mass of water. If per- 
fect health is to be maintained, sufficient water 
‘or be supplied. 


Undoubtedly, many people neglect to drink 
sufficient water and in time the normal thirst 
{may disappear so that they do not know when 
\they need water. In such cases, I explain to 
jthe patient that there is more danger in not 
jusing enough water than in using too much. 
|The average patient in poor health has a ten- 
|dency to use too little water and must be in- 
jstructed to drink more water. It is advisable 
|to do most of the water drinking between negals 


|\when the stomach is empty, as this does not 
interfere with the digestion. 

Yes, whether you are sick or well, your 
jbody needs water. Use sufficient water to aid 


in keeping your bedy clean on the inside and 
see how much better you feel.

“Today. in order to save the price 
system, we shall have to slop the 
advance of physical science and 
technology and return to the steady 
state of operation of an agrarian
